Would Place Bibles for Reference 
and Reading, But Not 
for Teaching 


A petition asking for the placing of 
of the Holy Bible in the public schools 
has been endorsed by the Richmond 
Church .Fellowship,..it was learned 
here yesterday. This morning all 
pastorg are urged to’ support the 
petition from the pulpit, according 
to Rev. M. A. Greenlee of the Com- 
munity M. EE. church, who has one 
of the petitions. 

The movement is backed by Saute 
people throughout the state, according 
to. Reverend Greenlee, and was start- 
ed by the “California Voice,” a Los 
Angeles newspaper. All petitions 
must be returned to Los Angeles by 
June 15. : 

According to the petition’an amend- 
ment is asked to the constitution 
which would permit the placing of 
Bibles in the schools to ‘be read, Ibut 
not to be taught. Neither would it 
be compulsory for students to read 
selections’ from the Bible, the petition 
states. 

The petition reads as follows: 

“Initiative measure to be sub- 
mitted direcily to the electors:

Requiring Bible in Schools.

Cody’s Statue 
Wins Laurels ~ 


= At N.Y. Salon 


NEW YORK, June 7.—Mrs. Harry 
Payne Whitney’s heroic statue of 
Butfalo Bill, which will be unveiled 
wt Cody, Wyo., on July 4, has been 
honored by the French government 
with the “award of honor” at the 
spring salon in Paris, according to 
worr received in New York. 


Mrs. Whitney’s work received the 
highest possible award that can be 
made to any person not a citizen of 
the French republic. 


The statue is the largest 
made by a weman sculptor. It is 


ever 


twelve feet high and thirteen feet 
long and weighs nearly three tons. 
The statue depicts Colonel William 
F. Cody, better known as “Buffalo 
Bill,” seated on his horse, and is 


considered by experts to be the fin- 
est piece of work ever completed by 


Mrs. Whitney. 


It will serve as a memorial to the 
famous scout and Indian fighter, and 
before it is shipped to Wyoming will 
Bpasacea on display in this city. The 
r*-"“statue was cast at the foundry of 
Ricardo Bertelli in Brooklyn. The 
award was made on the plaster cast 
which was sent to Paris for the 
exhibition. 


At the time the statue was accept- 
ed by a committee interested in er- 
petuating the pioneers of frontier 
days of the following statement was 
issued: 


“This committee desires to record 
its appreciation of the rare fidelity, 
artistry and beauty with which Mrs. 
Whitney has modeled into life-size 
form her vision in action of one of 
the great pathfinders of the West, 
Cotone! William F. Cordy, who, to- 
gether Daniel Boone and Kit 
., Garson, was one of our country’s 
hero scouts of the Western frontier. 

“The replica of this lifelike model 
in bronze erected on the site desig- 
nated will not.only be a source of 
pride to the State of Wyoming and ! 
the whole country, but it will be a 
perpetual reminder of our children 
of the toils, hardships and _ blood 
which it has cgst to wix the West 
from barbarism to civilization, in 
which effort Colonel Cody bore such 
an heroic gart.” 

Buffalo Bill’s statue will be placed 
in a commanding position on the old 
Wyoming Trail in Yellowstone Park.
